Wilmington high school 
graduate Jonathan Kelly is 
among the Coast Guard's 
newest ensigns. He received 
his degree and his commis- 
sion during the 131st Coast 
Guard Academy commence- 
ment on May 16, 2012, in 
New London, CT. 

Secretary of Homeland 
Security Janet Napolitano 
was the commencement 
speaker. She told the class 
of 233 graduates, “I am con- 
fident that all of you are well 
prepared to excel at whatev- 
er comes next, ready to join 
a long line of leaders in an 
organization with a rich his- 
tory.” 

Last year, the Coast Guard 
rescued 3,804 people, she 
said. And their mission 
stretches beyond US waters 
to shipping lanes and ports 
around the world.

They have been deployed 
during war as well - to 
Afghanistan, Kuwait, Saudi

Each summer, Kelly spent 
time in various phases of 
leadership and operational 
training. Prior to the start 
of his first year at the acad- 
emy, he had to attend eight 
weeks of indoctrination 
training. This program is 
designed to teach the young 
civilian students about gen- 
eral military skills and 
includes physical condition- 
ing and seamanship. Later 
his summers would involve 
assignments where he would 
see shipboard life first hand 
and observe concepts of 
leadership being applied in 
day-to day work. To this end, 
he spent six weeks on the 
sail-training tall ship Eagle 
and another summer assign- 
ment on the Cutter 
Campbell. 

As he progressed through 
the program, his training 
became more focused on 
mentorship.

Pow-Wow Oak Protectors 
speak out 


Dear Editor, 

We, the following under- 
signed members, support- 
ers, and friends of the Pow- 
Wow Oak Protectors, do 
hereby affirm with this let- 
ter that the following facts 
are honest and true to the 
best of our knowledge con- 
cerning our recent day in 
Lowell District Small 
Claims Court on April 9th. 
We are writing you to 
address a recent article 
published in the Sun con- 
cerning this case. Two 
assertions were published in 
The Sun article that are not 
true. 

It is not true that the 
Tewksbury Historical 
Society were acting on our 
behalf as a “fiscal agent.” 
They were acting on our 
behalf as a “fiscal conduit.” 
This is a very important 
legal distinction. It is also 
not true that they presented 
evidence to the magistrate 
that proves that they had 
been depositing all of the 
money that we ourselves 
raised from the community 
(and from our benefit con- 
cert last June, which was in 
the form of cash and not a 
check or a donation) ”into a 
separate account from the 
Society’s banking,” as is 
clearly stated on the legal 
contract that we signed with 
them. The THS has four 
bank accounts. All of the 
money that we raised was 
deposited by them, and still 
remains illegally co-min- 
gled by them, in their gen- 
eral checking account. We 
believe that the account 
they provided - as false evi- 
dence to the magistrate - is 
their savings account, a 
higher interest yielding sav- 
ings account that was 
opened in 2002, had no activ- 
ity for ten years, and after 
receiving notice from the 
court on December 6th, on 
December 8th they with- 
drew $1,500.00 from it (leav- 
ing a balance of $3,500.00) 
and deposited that money 
into their checking account 
in order to give the false 
impression to the magis- 
trate that the money in the 
savings account was the 
money that we had raised 
for the saving of the tree. It 
is not. 

We have valid, document- 
ed evidence in writing, 
dated January 23, 2012 - 
gained through attorney 
Andrew Zaroulis, using AAA 
Constable Service, and 
mailed from the Citizens 
Bank Subpoena Summons 
division in Providence to 
our attorney, Alexandra G.

What about the facts, George? 


Last weekend nationally syndicated nolumnAtet George 
Will wrote a column lambasting the Tewksbury Police 

Department and the Department of Justice for seeking to 
- seize the Motel Caswell through civil forfeiture proceed- 
ings, due to high crime rates at the motel. In his piece, Mr. 
Will acted as little more than a shill for the Institute for 
_ Justice, the libertarian legal organization defending the 

owners of the motel, and it showed in his lack of home- 

work and penchant for hyperbole. 
Normally, I agree 
with George Will, a 
thoughtful conserva- 
tive and powerful 
writer. On a meta 
' level, I still agree with 
his premise, honed 
from founding father 

James Madison, that 
“government power is 
fot an encroaching 
nature.’ If unresisted, 
it produces iniquitous 
sharing of other peo- 
ple’s property.” 
_ But please, George, 
spare us the Madison 
quotes and invocations 
of Kafka and Orwell to defend the rights of a business so 
poorly operated that, according to police documents, they 
don’t even understand when a meth lab is allegedly oper- 
ating out of one of the rooms (that would be room 255), 
recognize an alleged large scale heroin operation (which 
was based out of room 239), or make any substantive 
move to stop the repeated use of the property as a drug 
den. 

First, to set the record straight, the Tewksbury Police 
Department is a witness in the case, United States of 
America vs 434 Main Street, Tewksbury, Ma, not the affi- 
ant. This case is brought by the Department of Justice, 
following a joint investigation in 2009 between the 
Tewksbury Police Department and the Boston Field 
Division of the Drug Enforcement Agency. Civil forfeiture 
proceedings were filed September 29 of 2009, on the heels 
of the eighth heroin-related death in Tewksbury that year. 

While public officials are now under gag order and most 
documents have been embargoed, I broke the story in 
2009, interviewing then Chief of Police Al Donovan and 
‘reading the filings, including affidavits from officials,

n told the Crier at the time that despite twenty

Salem police officer. 

“We are working with 
authorities in Massachusetts. 
We believe he [Benoit] is list- 
ed as officially homeless,” 
Patten said. “We are trying to 
ascertain his location and get 
him into custody.” 

Last Saturday night, Officer 
Nick Turner of the Salem 
Police Department respond- 
ed to a call about two men at 
a Mobil gas station acting 
suspicious. The station atten- 
dant said the men put the gas 
nozzle in the vehicle but did 
not pump any gas, and they 
came into the convenience 
store but did not buy any- 
thing. He told police he 
thought the men were asking 
other patrons for money. 

When Officer Turner 
approached them, only one 


man provided identification; 
the other man gave the name 
of Jonathan Benoit of 
Wilmington. When Officer 
Turner attempted to run a 
records check, Benoit sprint- 
ed back to the vehicle and got 
into the driver’s seat. 

Turner tried to stop Benoit 
by smashing the driver’s side 
window with his flashlight, 
but Benoit drove away before 
Turner could stop him. 
Benoit sped away. Turner fol- 
lowed him southbound on 
Rte. 20 until Benoit turned 
onto I-93 where traffic condi- 
tions prohibited Turner from 
chasing Benoit. 

It wasn’t until Salem police 
contacted the Wilmington 
Police Department that they 
were able to confirm Benoit’s 
identification. Vehicle regis- 
tration and a previous mug

shot, courtesy of the WPD, 
confirmed Benoit’s identity. ' 

Lt. Joseph Desmond of the 
Wilmington Police 
Department said Benoit has 
a history of arrests and war- 
rants in Wilmington. In 2009, 
at the age of 21, Benoit was 
arrested in Wilmington on a 
warrant for breaking and 
entering. He was arrested 
again in Jan. 2010 for a 
“series of outstanding war- 
rants.” The mug shot from 
his 2010 arrest is what police 
used to identify Benoit last 
weekend. 

There is a warrant for 
Benoit’s arrest. Police said 
anyone with information on 
Benoit's whereabouts should 
eall the Salem Police 
Department at 603-893-1911.

nected disabilities. When 
the death is not related to 
military service, the bene- 
fits cease immediately. 
With Senator Brown’s pro- 
posal, those benefits would 


resolving issues. Subjects 
addressed ranged from vet- 
erans’ records to processing 
of disability claims.

ders users visibility and 
slows the programs 
response time to actions 
such as braking to simulate 
driving while under the 
influence of drugs, alcohol 


or fatigue. 
When users lose control of 
the “vehicle” and are 


involved in a virtual acci- 
dent, they must face the real 
life consequences. In the 
simulation, users experi- 
ence emergency medical 
technicians helping them or 
someone hurt in the acci- 
dents, law enforcement per- 
sonnel making arrests and 
asking questions and sen- 
tencing from judges and 
other judicial authorities. 
WHS student Stephen 
Valenti, junior, participated 
in the driving simulation 
and “crashed in pretty much 
all of the situations.” 

“T think it’s good because it 
[the simulation] shows what 
the penalties will be, and 


that’s what happens in real 


life,” Valenti said. 
While the program is made 
available through the 


UMass Memorial Injury 
Prevention Center, Allstate 
Insurance provides the fund- 
ing for the program. The 
Allstate website claims that 
approximately 4,000 teens 
die in car crashes annually. 
Teens crash cars four times 
more often than any other 
age group, and driver dis- 
traction contributes to 16 
percent of all fatal crashes 
for people under the age of 
20. It also states that texting 
while driving increases the 
risk of crashing by a phe- 
nomenal 23 times. 

“It [distracted driving] is 
not going to just impact 
your life,” Frost said. “It will 
impact others around you, 
like a ripple effect.” 

The simulation isn’t only 
for teens who are learning 
or already drive; WHS fresh- 
men Candace Cocca and 
Krista Tedesco both said 
they believe the experience

they get from the simulation 
will help them make better 
decisions when they do 
learn to drive. 

“I think it’s a good experi- 
ence even though I don’t 
drive yet. I think it will help 
me when I do drive,” Cocca 
said. 

“It makes students think 
twice and teaches them 
early not to be careless,” 
Tedesco said. 

Although the student group 
is only about six weeks old, 
TEEN D.R.I.V.E.. already 
has 11 student members. 
Wilmington High School 
Assistant Principal Deborah 
Deacon helped put the stu- 
dent organization together 
with WHS Nurse Leader 
Doreen Crowe. :

“The 8-2 record in the 
small division shows that we 
can play with those teams,” 
said Caira. “And with the 
large school teams, other 
than Lexington and 
Arlington, we have really 
been competitive with those 
teams as well. I'm proud of 
these kids, all 15 of them for 
the way they not only repre- 
sented the school but the 
whole town as well and their 
accomplishments on _ the 
field. They are a great 
bunch of kids and it going to 
tough to see this season 
end.” 

After last year’s season 
ended with a first round 
state tournament loss to 
Beverly, Caira knew he had 
a lot of talent coming back, 
but quickly things changed 
during the off-season. 

“Coming into this year I 
thought that with the team 
we had returning we could 
make some noise,” he said. 
“I thought from previous 
games against Middlesex 
League teams that we could 
hold our own. So with the 
kids we had from last year’s 
team, we had eleven return- 
ing players, I always had it 
that with a few breaks we 
could win this thing.” 

That optimism changed 
when star shortstop and 
pitcher Vinny Scifo, a two- 
time all-conference player 
and three-time all-star, was 
lost for the season after an 
injury he suffered during 
the basketball season. 

“(Things changed a bit 
when) Vinny Scifo got hurt, 
then another returner decid- 


ed not to play and to top 


things off Dan Pendenza 
went down for the year with 
a wrist injury,” explained 
Caira. “That was three 
starters from last year’s 
team. So we were looking for 
someone to step up and it 
seems that this year they all 
did. There hasn't been one 
game where one of the 15 
guys on the team hasn't 
stepped up to help us out 
and that's the great part of 
this season and this team. 
They have meld together 
perfectly.

In Wilmington this year, 
roughly’ 90 kids lent their 
support and their cycling 
skills. 

“We were hoping for one 
hundred, but we're getting 
close,” said Sue Hendee, 
one of the two local organ- 
izers of the event.

$14,000, Hendee noted hap- 
pily, which brings 
Wilmington's seven-year

Doucette's neighbor, 10- 
year-old Ethan Koester, 
was at the event for the 
first time, and had a simi- 
lar experience fundraising. 

“Tt wasn't very hard for 
me,” 


said Koester, who 


raised a hundred dollars. 
“A lot of people that I knew 
were happy to give some- 
thing.” 

In his second year of par- 
ticipation, William 
Sencabaugh, 8, got five 
dollars a piece from his 
mother and grandmother 
for every lap he took (he 
made it around eight and 
three quarters times).

Kk, institutions engender as much loyalty and commitment 
from their students and alumni as Boston College. That’s 
especially true for Woburn’s Padulsky family, which has 

sent four members of the same generation to The Heights. 

This week, Stephen Padulsky crossed the stage to receive his 
diploma from the College of Arts & Sciences, almost literally fol- 
lowing the footsteps of his sister, Kristen, who earned a bachelor’s 
degree in nursing in 2008, and then her master’s degree two years 
later. 

Their younger brother, Stephen, last year’s Woburn Memorial 
High class president and salutatorian, just completed his fresh- 
man year at B.C. Lynch School of Education. 

A fourth member of the Padulsky clan, Timothy, also attend- 
ed Boston College and was set to graduate in 2008 before he was 
tragically stricken with leukemia and died at age 20. 

All four Padulskys finished in the top five of their respective 
graduating classes at Woburn Memorial High. 

To remember Tim, a 2005 WMHS graduate who was also the 
valedictorian of his class, Boston College has established a stu- 
dent leadership award in his name that will annually honor a 
sophomore “for mentoring and encouraging other students to 
develop effective skills in inclusive leadership and teamwork.”

Hospital for Children, where Tim was treated for his cancer. 

Zovko got to know the Padulsky family through an emerging 
leaders program at Boston College. Tim was one of about 50 
prospective leaders selected from 200 applicants. 

“I remember reading his application the summer before his 
freshman year, and thinking that this is definitely someone I want 
in the program,” said Zovko. “The thing that made Tim so unique 
was his ability to navigate every hurdle that was put in front of 
him, and he’d hurdle those obstacles with room to spare. 

“And he always did everything with his characteristic patience, 
persistence and humor,” added Zovko. “He always had a smile on 
his face and a twinkle in his eye.”

BATTLESHIP” IS BIG, GOOFY summertime 
entertainment, quick on its feet while dishing out 
plenty of CGI-assisted mayhem, centered around 
a fight between heroic Navy men and women and 
aliens. It stars Taylor Kitsch and Rihanna. 


“BATTLESHIP” 
GRADE: ** 

It’s not Shakespeare. But 
“Battleship” is big goofy 
summertime entertain- 
ment, quick on its feet 
while dishing out plenty of 
CGl-assisted mayhem, cen- 
tered around a fight 
between heroic Navy men 
and women and the aliens 
who want to take over 
Earth. 

Peter Berg (Friday 
Night Lights) produces and 
directs Battleship, an epic- 
sealed action-adventure 
that unfolds across the 
seas, in the skies and over 
land as humanity fights for 
survival against a superior 
force. 

Inspired by the Hasbro 
naval combat game, 
Battleship stars Taylor 
Kitsch as Lt. Alex Hopper, a 
Naval officer assigned to 
the USS John Paul Jones; 
Brooklyn Decker as Sam 
Shane, a physical therapist 
and Hopper's _ fiancée; 
Alexander Skarsgard as 
Hopper's older brother, 
Stone, Commanding Officer 
of the USS Sampson; 
Rihanna as Petty Officer 
Raikes,. Hopper's crewmate 
and a weapons specialist on 
the USS John Paul Jones; 
and Liam Neeson as 
Hopper and Stone's superi- 
or (and Sam's father), 
Admiral Shane. 

The film begins with an 
amusing episode up front

involving the hero (Kitsch), 
the blonde (Brooklyn 
Decker) and a chicken bur- 
rito. 

Flash forward and the 
young hero is a Navy lieu- 
tenant involved with the 
blonde, whose father is an 
admiral (Neeson, very 
funny in the role). He’s still 
a goof-off, and he’s ready to 
be kicked out of the Navy, 
but just then aliens invade 
Earth, and his services are 
needed. 

As one scientist points 
out, in painfully bad movie 
dialogue, “We’re looking at 
an extinction-level event.” 

What the aliens didn’t 
count on was a group of 
young but talented Naval 
officers ready to fight back 
at any cost. 

It sounds like a dumb 
idea for a movie, and a not 
very original one at that. 
Surprisingly, though, Berg's 
film hits more than it miss- 
es. It's big. It's loud. And 
yes, it's dumb. But it also 
delivers the action. 

It's pure summertime 
spectacle, and one that 
moves along at a nice clip 
once Berg gets his story up 
and running.

the results are worth watch- 
ing. But not’ every 
Burton/Depp collaboration 
is must-see movie-making 
at its best - and their latest, 
“Dark Shaows,” falls into 
the latter category. 

"Shadows" isn't horrible, 
but it falls short of expecta- 
tions viewers have when 
they head to a movie from 
two of Hollywood’s top tal- 
ents. 

The film, based on ‘a pop- 
ular TV show from the late 
1960s, resembles a comedy- 
horror hybrid - but lacks the 
real humor of a good come- 
dy and chills of an effective 
horror movie. In trying to 
walk the tightrope between 
two genres, "Shadows" 
stumbles into a murky mid- 
dle ground. 

Depp plays a vampire for 
the first time in his storied 
career - 18th-century blood- 
sucker Barnabas Collins. 
Barnabas acquires his fang- 
toothed curse after spurning 
lover Angelique Bouchard 
(Eva Green of "Casino 
Royale"), who turns out to 
be a very jealous witch. 

Angelique's ‘spells cause 
Barnabas to stay buried for 
the better part of two cen- 
turies. The year is 1972 
when he finally rises from 
his coffin. 

The once-proud fishing 
town of Collinsport, Maine, 
that Barnabas' family 
established, is now essen- 
tially run by Angelique, 
whose witchery has made 
her all but immortal. And 
Barnabas' family home, 
Collinwood Manor, has 
grown decrepit. 

Those who reside in the 
mansion are all that's left of 
the Collins family: matri- 
arch Elizabeth (Michelle 
Pfeiffer); Elizabeth's broth- 
er, Roger (Jonny Lee 
Miller); teen malcontent 
Carolyn (Chloe Grace 
Moretz); and youngster 
David (Gulliver McGrath). 

Burton's trademark style 
is evident throughout, and 
watching Depp (excellent as 
usual) portray a blast-from- 
the-past vampire is enter- 
taining, at least. The film 
also boasts a nice perform- 
ance by Green and strong 
production values, like 
make-up and set design. 
And the filmmakers have 
some fun with the time peri- 
od, including a soundtrack 
with great music from the 
early '70s. 

At times the movie is 
amusing, and it looks great, 
but "Dark Shadows" is not 
the Depp/Burton duo’s best 
cinematic effort. 


“THE AVENGERS” 
GRADE: **** 


Few films in recent mem- 
ory have generated as much 
hype - and fan anticipation - 
as ‘The Avengers’. Living up 
to that hype may have 
seemed impossible, but in so 
many ways it does - and sur- 
passes even the wildest 
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expectations of diehard 
comic book fan boys. 

Marvel's The Avengers is 
the super hero team up of a 
lifetime, featuring iconic 
Marvel heroes Iron Man, 
The Incredible Hulk, Thor, 
Captain America, Hawkeye 
and Black Widow. When an 
unexpected enemy emerges 
that threatens global safety 
and security, Nick Fury, 
Director of the international 
peacekeeping agency known 
as S.H.I.E.L.D., finds him- 
self in need of a team to pull 
the world back from the 
brink of disaster. 

Attempting to pay off on 
the promise made the first 
time Samuel L. Jackson's 
Avengers-assembling Nick 
Fury appeared during the 
credits of 2008's "Iron Man" 
(and subsequent 
appearnces in .- "The 
Incredible Hulk," "Iron Man 
2," "Thor" and "Captain 
America"), it also is a 
movie fans have been 
breathlessly awaiting. 

Big, loud, awesome and 
eye-popping, writer-director 
Joss Whedon's film is a 
summertime treat that 
delivers on all that it prom- 
ises. Nick Fury assembles 
the Avengers to defeat a 
common foe borrowed from 
"Thor," armed with a power- 
ful artifact borrowed from 
"Captain America" - and 
they proceed to fight in 
spectacular fashion. 

Above all, Whedon 
remembers to have fun 
along the way, providing the 
audience with satisfying 
action sequences and more 
one-line zingers than most 
superhero franchises can 
claim in their entire lifes- 


pan. 
This is not a brooding, 
Christopher Nolan-style 


‘Batman’ film. There’s no 
time for that - with seven 
major superheroes, and one 
supervillain, to fit on the 
screen, there's little time 
for any meaningful charac- 
ter development. 

This is a movie that is at 
its best when its heroes are 
either cracking skulls or 
cracking jokes. Whedon 
tries to weave shreds of a 
back story around the film's 
two least-known characters, 
Black Widow (Scarlett 
Johansson) and Hawkeye 
(Jeremy Renner). For those 
who have kept up with the 
other Marvel films, "The 
Avengers" is a nice payoff to 
a unique and ambitious 
filmmaking strategy - and 
one whose blueprint can be 
counted on to change the 
way major studios approach 
their superhero franchises 
for years to come.

“The School Committee 
has approved the 
Accommodation for Religious 
and Ethnic Observances poli- 
cy, making only minor revi- 
sions for clarity,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The only debated portion 
of the policy, originally 
approved in 2008, was the list 
of major non-national reli- 
gious holidays that qualify as 
no-event days (meaning no 
homework that night and no 
tests or one-time events the 
next day). 

“The major non-national 
holidays on the school calen- 
dar are Rosh Hashanah, 
Passover, Yom Kippur, and 
Good Friday. The final revi- 
sions to the policy simply clar- 
ify the number of days of Rosh 
Hashanah (two) and Yom 
Kippur (one). 

“Although the School 
Impact Committee of the 
Multicultural Committee 
advocated adding the two 
major Muslim holidays Eid Ul 
Fitr (celebrated at the end of 
Ramadan) and Eid Ul Adha to 
the list of major non-national 
religious, in the end that 
change was not made ....”

“The Tewksbury Annual 
Town Meeting ... promised to 
be a tepid affair with a 
straightforward budget and 
little controversy,” notes the 
Tewksbury “Town Crier.” 

“What transpired was 

exactly the opposite! 
' “In the discussion of the 
FY 2013 Budget, under Public 
Safety, Warren Carey, of 
Langley Lane, proposed an 
amendment to increase a 
Department salaries 


$302,000 to enable the South 
Street Fire Station to remain 
open year-round in FY13. The 
funding for this $302,000 would 
come from free cash, which 
would be addressed, in upcom- 
ing Article 11. Mr. Carey 
argued that the safety of 
South Tewksbury residents 
took precedence over other 
uses of free cash, specifically 


paying off expensive leases as 
planned in the ‘Town 
Manager’s budget. 


“Other residents including 
former town officials Joseph 
Gill, Joan Dunlevy and 
Richard O’Neill, spoke in 
favor of the amendment and 
emphasized concern for ‘the 
safety of South Tewksbury 
residents. 


“The Town Manager, 
Richard Montuori, and 
Finance Committee 


Chairman, Thomas Cooke, 
argued against the amend- 
ment stating that it was a 
question of budget priorities 
and that South Tewksbury res- 
idents had appropriate fire 
protection and were safe. A 
standing vote on the amend- 
ment was taken and the 
$302,000 amendment failed by 
a razor-thin 2 votes (56 to 58). 

“That was that (or so it 
seemed). A review of the FY13 
budget continued. About 45 
minutes later Warren Carey 
requested a ‘point of order’ 
Mr. Carey said that he had 
been informed that the Town 
Clerk’s 12 checkers and moni- 
tors (in the hall outside the 
gym) had not had an opportu- 
nity to vote on the Fire 
Department budget amend- 
ment. No one had informed 
them that a standing count 
vote was being taken. These 
people had ‘de facto’ been dis- 


enfranchised ....” 

After a motion to reconsid- 
er, the vote passed. 

“What transpired’ next 
were heated re-discussions of 
South Tewksbury residents’ 
safety. Almost all current 
town officials stood behind 
the Town Manager’s original 
budget, which maintained the 
partial closing of the South 
Street Fire Station while 
many residents spoke in favor 
of the amended budget arti- 
cle from the floor ... 

“A standing revote was 
taken and this time the 
$302,000 Fire Department 
budget increase amendment 
passed by a scant 3 votes, 65 
to 62. Nearly 40 of those votes 
were members of elected and 
appointed town boards that 
voted nearly as a block...The 
South Street Fire Station is 
now budgeted to be open all 
year in FY 2013. 

“One final note, ... the 
entire Town Budget of $86.3 
million as well as the Water 
and Sewer Enterprise Funds 
of $11.6 million for a grand 
total of $97.9 million passed 
without a - whimper. 
Something to think about.”

The number of dental 
caries, or cavities, increases 
with age. According to the 
National Institute of Dental 
and Craniofacial Research, 
dental decay remains the 
most prevalent chronic dis- 
ease in both children and 
adults, even though it is 
largely preventable. 
Although it may seem like 
children who love sugar 
would have the highest rate 
of cavities, data actually 
shows that 92 percent of 
adults in the U.S. age 20 to 
64 have dental caries in 
their permanent teeth and 
an average of 3.28 missing 
teeth. Canadian oral health 
statistics indicate that 96 
percent of adults have den- 
tal caries. 


What causes a cavity? 


Bacteria is the main cul-

Sugar plays a role in the 
process because the bacte- 
ria use sugar as a food 
source.
